THAT MAN DAVENPORT. 


Senator Hill Shows Up Some of John I.’s 
Infamous Work. 

W peerage February 16.—The senate 
has ugain taken uw» tue sundry civil up 
prepriation bill, the pending gqnestion re- 
iuuing to the Philadelphia harbor improve- 
meuts. The amendment reducing the Mhil- 
adelphia harbor ite.a from half a ion to 
$5UU,UUU0 was defeg ted. ‘The amendment re- 
ducing in like propertion the Hudson river, 
New York, .tem wz. also rejected. 

‘The senate incidental to the sundry civil 
bill discussed in open session the Hawiiilan 
treaty, Mr. Vest vigorously attacked the 
proposed annexation. He adopted, witho zt 
question, an interpolated statement by Mr. 
Mills that: sugar bounty was included in 
the treaty, «ad contin his attack upon it 
on that ground. | 

The discussion reverting to the sundry 
civil bill, the committee’s amendment tv re- 
duce the item for improving the Mississippi 
river from 3758,000 to $608,000, from the 
mouth of the io to the mouth of the 
Missouri, .nd agg. $906,000 to $755,Uuu, 
from the the Missouri ro Minne 
apolis, w jected. Yeas, 21; nays,, 24. 

Amendiirents were upgreead to reducug 
itemamais follows: Hay luke channel, St. 
Marys River, Michigan, from half a million 
to $225,000; St. Marys river, Michigan, 
from $2,000,000 to $1,230,000, and the ap- 
propriation for the channel connecting the 
waters of the great lakes between Chicago, 
Duluth and Buffalo, from $1,000,000 to 
$875,000. The next contested amendment 
was one reducing the appropriation for a 


canal at the cascade of the Columbia river, . 


Oregon, from $1,419,000 to $869,000. 
The Southern Items. 


Mr. Mitchell moved to amend the amend- 
ment by making the amount $1,239,000. 
Agreed to. Yeas 24, nays 20. The follow- 
ing amendments proposing reductions of 
appropriation were disagreed to without 
division: For Charleston harbor, South Car- 
Olina, from’ $750,000 to $650,000; for Sa- 
vannah, Georgia, from $1,000,000 to $750,- 

; for Mobile, Alabama, from ,000 
to $450,000; for the Mississippi river from 
the head of. the passes to the mouth of the 

hio river. from $2,665, to $2,000,000 ; 
for the Missouri river, from $750,000 to 
$650,000. The amendment providing that 
not more tharthree-fourths of the appro- 
priations for internal improvements shall 
be expended during the next fiscal year, ex- 
cepting as to the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers and Hay lake channel, was agreed 
to, this being the last ef the amendments in 
relation to these works. 

Discussing Davenport. 


The next amendment was one 
striking out the provision that no money 
shal] be used for warrants or arrests or 
prosecution under the internal revenue laws, 
works, or rome relatig.to the election of 
mitt bryushe is political debate with 
John I. Davenport as the principal topic. 
Mr. Hiseock took up the cudgel in Davy- 
enport’s defense from an attack by Mr.

Mr. Hill o ed the amendment and re- 
plied to Mr. Hiscock’s remarks. It was a. 
rither Jate day, Mr. Hill said, to endeav- 
or to whitewash Davenport, and it had 
proved to be a very difficult task on the part 
of his colleague. It was in the interest of 
the democrats of New ‘York .city to have 
fair and honest elections. In the election 
of 1876, which his colleague had shown to 
be a fair election, the city pf New York 
had given a majority of 54,000 to Mr. Til- 
den. He stood to defend the people of his 
state against the charge of his colleague. 
He defended the authorities of the state 
and of the city of New York, and wished to 
see to it that they were not obliged to sub- 
mit year after year to the dictation of that 
man Davenport, protected as he has been, by 
the federal law. His colleague had spoken 
of the arrests of illegal voters by Pevenpors 
in the brothels of New York. He (Mr. 
Hill) did not know about that, as he had not 
investigated the brothels of*the city of New 
York as much as his colleague had, (Laugh- 
ter.) He believed that that was sufficient 
cause for Davenport's removal. His. col- 
league had asked why charges were not 
brought in the courts against Davenport. 
The reason was that when the country had 
a president who would do his duty—as he 
knew Mr. Cleveland would do his—Daven- 
port would be goturid of by wiping out of 
the statute book the infamous law under 
which those infamous proceedings had been 
committed. 

Cleveland Did Right. 


Mr. Hill referred to a case where & ju- 
dicia] officer had been removed for taking 
money as Davemert om — at =e 
man who remoyv m,” sai e, “was 
Grover Cleveland, president of the United 
States.”

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HERE'S THE TREATY 


Concluded Between Secretary Foster and 
the Hawaii Ministers, 


SENT 10 SENATE BY THE PRESIDENT, 


With the Recommendation That the 
Senators Ratify It. 


FULL TEXT OF THE INSTRUMENT, 


The Queen to Receive $20,000 a Year 
Through Life, and Princess Kaioulani 
to Get a Start With $150,000. 


Washington, February 16.—The message 
of President Harrison transmitting to the 
senate the treaty of annexation with Ha- 
waii, aud the treaty itself afe as follows: 

To the Senate—i transmit herewith, with @ 
view to its ratification, a treaty of annexation, 
concluded on the 14th of rewruary, 1506, be- 
tween John W. Foster, secretary of state, who 
was duly empowered to act in that behalf on 
the part of the United Stutes, and Lorrin A. 
Thurston, W. K. Castie, w. ©. Wilder, C. ds 
Carter and Joseph Marsden, commissioners on 
the part of the government of the Hawaiian 
islands, The provisionai treaty, it will be 
observed, does not attempt to deal in detail 
with the questious that grow out of the annex- 
ation of the Hawaiian iniand to the United 
States. The commissioners representing the 
Hawaiian goverument have consented to leave 
to the future and to the just and benevo.ent 
purposes of the United States, the adjustment 
of all such questions. 

I do not deem it necessary to discuss at any 
length the conditions which have resulted in 
this decisive action. It has been the polhcy 
of the administration not only to respect, bub 


to encourage the continuance of an independ- ° 


ent government in the nawaiian iniands so 
long as it afforded suitable guarantees for 
the protection of life and property, And main- 
tained the stability.and strength that gave 
adequate security ‘against the domination 
of any other power. ‘‘he moral support of 
this government has continually manifested 
itself in the most friendly diplomatic reiations 
and in many acts of courtesy to Hawaiian 
rulers. 

The overthrow of the monarchy was not in 
any way pee by this government, but 
had its origin in what seems to have been a 
reactionary and revolutionary policy on the 
part of _— Liliuokalani, which put in se- 
rious peril not only large and prepondering 
interests of the United States in the island, 
but all foreign interests, and, indeed, a de- 
cent administration of civil affairs and the 
peace of the islands. It is quite evident that 
the monarchy had become effete, and the 
queen’s government so weak and inadequate 
as to be the prey of designing and unscrupu- 
lous persons.. The restoration of Queen 
ldliuokalani to her throne is undesirable, If 
not impossible, and unless actively supported 
by the United States would be pocompanier 

serious disaster and the disorganization of 

i business interests. 

The influence and interest of the United 
States, in the islands, must be increased and 
not diminished. Only two courses are now 
open—one, the establishment of a protecto- 
rate by the United States, and the other 
annexation full and complete. I think the 
latter course, which has n adopted in the 
treaty, will. be highly promotive of the bes 
interests of the Hawaiian people, and is the 
only one that will adequately secure the in- 
terests of the United States. These inter- 
ests are not wholly selfish. 

It is essential that none of the other i) 
bela i secre these islands. ch 

ssession would fot be consistent with our 
safety and with the peace of the world. This 
view of the situation is so en and con- 
clusive that no protest has been heard from’ 
any government against the proceedings look- 
ing to annexation. “very foreign frepre- 
sentative at Honolulu promptly acknowledged 
the provisional government, and I think there 
is a general concurrence in the opinion that 
the deposed queen ought not to be restored. 

Prompt action. upon this treaty is very desir- 
able. If it meets the approval of the senate 
eace and good order will be secured in the 
siands under existing luws, until such time 
as cougress can provide, by legislation a pérma- 
nent form of government for the islands. This 
legislation should be, and. do not doubt will 
be, not only just to the natives and all other 
residents and vitizens of the islands, but should 
be characterized by great liberality and high 
regard to the rights of all the people and of all 
foreigners domiciled there. The correspond- 
ence which accompanies the treaty will put 
the same impression of all the facts known

Text of Treaty. 

The United States of America and the pro- 
visional government of the Hawaiian islands, 
in view of the natural dependency of those 
islands upon the United States; of their geo- 
graphical proximity thereto; of the intimate 
part taken by citizens of the United States 
n their implanting seeds of Christian civliza- 
tion; the long continuance of their exclu- 
sive reciprocal commercial relations, whereb 
their mutual interests have been developed, 
and of the preponderant aid paramount share 
thus acquired by the United States and their 
citizens in the productions, Industries and 
trade of said islands, Gnd especially in view 
of the desire expressed by said government of 
the Hawaiian islands that those islands shal] 
be incorporated into the United 
States as an integral art thereof, 
and under the sovereignty and in order to 
provide for &And assume the security and 
prosperity of the said islands, the high con- 
tracting parties have deterimined to accom- 
plish by the treaty an object so important 
to their miutual and permanent welfare. ‘Lo 
this end the high contracting parties have 
conferred full power and authority upon their 
respectively appointed plenipotentiaries, to- 
wit: The president of the Uinted States of 
America, John W. Foster, secretary of state 
of the United States, and the president of 
the executive /and advisory councils of the 

rovisional government of Hawaiian islands, 

; hurston, William KR. Castle, Wh)- 
liam C. Wilder, Charles . Oarter and 
Joseph Marsden. And said plenipotentiaries, 
after having communicated to each other their 
respective full powers, found in good and due 
faith, have agreed upon and concluded the 
following articles: 

Article 1.+-The government of the Hawaiian 
isiands hereby cedes, from the date of ex- 
change of the ratifications of this treaty. 
absolutely and without reserve to the United 
States, forever, all rights of sovereignty of 
whatsoever kind in and over the Hawaiian 
islands and their dependencies, renouncing in 
favor of the Unit States .every severeign 
right of which, as an independent nation, it 
is now possessed, and henceforth 
said Hawaiian islands and every 
isiand .and key thereunto. appertaining 
and each and every portion theof shall _be- 
come and be an integral part of thé territory 
of the United States. 

Article 2. The government of the Hawaiian 
islands also cedes and transfers to the United 
States the @bsolute fee and owuership of all 
public government or crown lands, public build- 
jugs. or edifices, ports, harbors, fortifications, 
military or naval equipments, and all other 

ublic property of every kind and description 
falooad to the government of the Hawaiian 
islands, together with every right and appurte- 
nance thereunto appertaining. The existing 
laws of the United States relative to public 
lands shall not apply to such lands in the Ha.- 
walian islands, but the congress of the United 
States shall enact special laws for their man- 
agement and disposition; provided, that all 
revenue or proceeds of the same, except. as re- 
gards such part thereof as may be used or 
occupied for civel, military or naval purposes 
of the United States, or may be assigned to

it Will Be Rratified. 

Washington, February 16.—A careful can- 
vass of the members of the senate appears to 
indicate that the Hawaiian treaty wil be 
ratified with several votes more than the nec- 
essary two-thirds, to spare. It is understood 
that.members of the foreign affairs committee 
have sounded the temper of the senate and 
find that this conclusion is warranted. ‘The 
limit to opposition is put at twenty votes, 
while other senators, more sanguine, believe 
that the oppesition to the treaty cannot mus- 
ter even that number. It is said by some 
republicans in some quérters that the oppo- 
sition is due, not to the treaty itself, so much 
as a desire on the part.ef some democrats to 
postpone action until the new administration 
shall have been inaugurated. The main op- 
position to ratification comes from southern 
members, although it c@nnot be said that the 
matter is in any way jsectional or political. 
In speeches, delivered the.open senate to- 
day, both Messrs. Ves$ and Mills indicated 
their Fo py ge in the matter, a position that 
is unfriendiy to annexation. © Other senators 
who are not so outs en, have said quietly 
that they would vote inst ratification, and 
among this number isgplaced Mr. Vilas, of 
Wisconsin. Mr. Gray,sa leading member of 
tie committee on fordgn relations, is also 
among those who look* with disapproval: on 
the proposed treaty.

UNITED CONFEDERATE VETERANS. 


A Constitution Drafted to Be Submitted to 
the Next Reunion, 

New Orleans, La., February 16.—The 

committee on constitution and bylaws for 

the United Confeder Veterans has heen 


holding its session fa the last few days in ~ 
this ity. The committees have completed 


their labors.and will make a unanimous re- 
port to the next reunion to be held at Bir- 
mingham, Ala., on the 19th of July 
next. The constitution, as agreed upon by 
them provides for a general committee and 
staff officers of brigadier generals. It also 
provides for three departments to be known 
as the Army of Northern Virginia, the Army 
of Tennessee, and the Army of Trans-Mis- 
sissippi, to be commanded by lieutenant gen- 
erals with limited staffs to rank of colonels.” 
But one major general is to be allowed to 
a state ar territory. States and territo- 
ries may be divided into brigades by a vote 
of the camp. New Orleans was made per- 
manent headquarters for the federation. 
Bylaws and rules of order were adopted by 
the committee. The work of the commit- 
tee has been approved by all prominent con- 
federates to whom it has been submitted. 


CHARLEY MITCHELL DETAINED, 


The Siugger Held Until He Explains the Ob- 
ject of His Visit. 


New York, ITelnuary 16.—Under in- 
structions from Cor.missioner Weber, Char- 
ley Mitchell, the English heasy-weight 
prize fighter, was detained on the Majestic 
this morning. W-eker says if Mitchell can 
show that his visit is only for a short time 
he will be aHowed to land, but if ne ‘ntends 
to scttle.permanently he will be dealt with 
as any other ali2a convict. Mitchell obtain- 
ed a writ of habeas corpus from Justice 
Andrews, of the supreme court, compelling 
Weber to produze Mitchell in court at 
2 o'clock p. m. 


SAYRE ELECTION BILL 


Passes the Alabam: House—A Contest 
Settled. 


Montgumery, Ala., February 16.—(Spe 
cial.)}—The house this morning passed the 
Sayre election bili, which is drawn on the 
Australian system. It was bitterly opposed 
by the Kolbites because they alleged it 
would not only disfranchise the negroes, 
but at least thirty thousand whites in the 
state. The vill was passed by 50 to 46. 
It is believed the bill will pass the senate 
without serious opposition. 

The house today finally settled the con- 
tested election case of Brown, a Kolbite, vs. 
Jones, a straight democrat, in: favor of 
Jones by a vote of 45 to 49,

Memphis Editors Trying to Meet on the

A .Wagon Load of Food Sent to the 
Besieged—The Popfilists Set Up a 
House in Another Hall. 


Topeka, Kan., February 16.—This morn- 
ing the Kansas war has changed its front. 
The line of militia surrounding the state 
house is between two fires. The republican 
house, which the military forces were called 
out to subdue, still occupies the representa- 
tive’s hall, and outside of the grounds the 
sheriff of the county is organizing a large 
force of deputies to take charge of the sol- 
diers and preserve the peace. The sheriff 
has read the constitution, and from it has 
concitided that he alone is the peace officer 
of this county, and that unless he demands 
it the governor has no right to call out the 
militia. Late last night he informed the 
governor that he would preserve the peace 
of this county without any interference 
from the chief executive of fhe state, and 
to do this he is organizing a force which, 
by the time it is deemed ready to move, will 
take full charge of the statehouse square, 
to the exclusion of military forces. The 
sheriff will meet with little resistance from 
the military forces, as a majority of the 
officers and enlisted men are in full sym- 
pathy with the republicans. Many of the 
members of the military companies have 
already been sworn in as deputy sheriffs. 

The sheriff established three recruiting 
stations this morning and swore in all who 
would volunteer as deputies. A thousand 
deputies had been mustered at noon. 
Twenty students from the State university, 
under command of J. A. Rush, who had 
been sworn as captain, arrived in the city 
this morning, and were promptly. sworn in 
and went on duty. Students from Baldwin 
and Washburn colleges also volunteered 
in large numbers. : 

At 11 o’clock Governor Lewelling sent a 
notice to the republican house that unless 
they vacated the hall within fifteen minutes 
he would clear it by force. The only at- 
tention paid to the order by the republicans 
was to place additional guards at the doors. 
The governor at noon had failed to carry 
out his threat. A wagon load of provisions, 
enough to keep the occupants of the house 
supplied for twenty-four hours, drove up to 
the west wing of the entrance of the state- 
house about noon, 
mand of the company on, 
arrived and everything it contained -was 
carried into the hall without hindrance. As 
soon.as this was accomplished the soldiers 
again went on duty. 

At -10 o’clock Governor Lewelling dis- 
missed Colonel Hughes and took personal 
charge of all the military forces. He has, 
however, given no orders to the men to 
move and says that he will appoint no suc- 
cessor to Colonel Hughes. The colonel is 
now a deputy sheriff. 

All of the deputies were ordered to . 
port at 1 o'clock sharp, armed and ready 
for immediate duty. The populists have 
practically abandoned the field. The cri- 
sis raised by Sheriff Wilkerson’s calling 
out a posse of 1,000 men to defend the re- 
publican position is so critical a one and one 
so filled with embarrassing difficulties that 
they decided not to meet it. 

At noon the governor held a conference 
with the populist house members and va- 
rious leaders of the party. The governor 
said that the militia Gould not be depended 
upon to carry out his orders; that the re- 
sistance of 125 men, composing the force of 
deputy sergeants, and 100 provisional 
troops, ‘all that could be depended upon to 
stand loyal, would be useless before the 
sheriff's posse of 1,000 men. It was de- 
cided to hire a hall down town for the pop- 
ulist house, and there the meetings of the 
populist house will be held until the difficul- 
ties are settled. This action is looked upon 
by some as a bluff, but it js generally re- 
garded as the logical outcofe of the sher- 
iff’s action in summoning Mis posse to sup- 
port the republican position.

The republicans heli the representative 
hall all night. The stuirway leading to it 
was blockaded with ladders, lumber, doors 
aud everything that could be found that 
would obstruct the passage and prevent the 
rapid ascent by a force of men. ‘The doors 
were barricaded, and during the long hours 
of waiting all manper of means were re- 
sorted to to kill time. Speeches were 
made, songs sung, cards played, and the 
house roll was called every hour. 

On the floor below, soldiers paced up and 
down. Every eutrance to the statehouse 
was locked and no person was pernitted to 
pass either in or out. All occupants of 
the representative hall were undergoing a 
state of siege. Food was sent to the im- 
prisoned statesmen in ‘baskets hauled in 
through a window by means of a rope. 
This morning-mail carriers took food to the 
legislators, the military force fearing to stop 
them or to deny them the right of admis- 


sion. 

The United States marshal was ready 
with a force of deputies to arrest all of the 
militiamen and governor’s officers in case 
the mail carriers were interferred with. 
He was given no occasion to call on his 
deputies. 

A Gatling Gan fixed. 

A conipany of atillery arrived from Wich- 
ita this morning, under command of Cap- 
tain Metcalf.

SOME IMPORTANT PAPERS READ, 


The Society Has Had an Important Meet- 
ing—-W hat Has Been Accomplished 
—Yesterday’s Session. 


Augusta, Ga., February 16.—(Special.)— 
The second day’s session 6f the State Agri- 
cultural Society convened at 30. o’clock this 
morning and it was a business-like meeting, 
full of interest. 

President Waddell was authorized to ap- 
point delegates to the Cotton Growers’ Con- 
vention at Memphis, on the 22d. By a ris- 
ing vote the convention gave it as the sense 
of the body that the cotton acreage should 
be reduced throughout the cotton belt. 

The committee on resolutions submitted 
their report which was ordered printed in 
the proceedings, and will be acted on in 
August. There is a diversity of opinion as 
to holding two conventions each year. 

The King monument committee reported 
that the monument would be of Stone 
Mountain granite ‘and would be 
unveiled August 10th with appropriate ex- 
ercises. The report was adopted. W. G. 
Whidby was selected as chairman and will 
receive and receipt for all contributions to 
the fund. 

Professor White's Able Paper. 

Professor H. C. White, president of the 
Agricuftural college, read a valuable paper 
op Village farming. He contended that a 
certain per cent of the growth of cities was 
healthy, but beyond that point a menace 
and a curse. in discussing ,the question, 
“Why the Country Does Not Grow,” he 
said it was because the living was not 
worth having after it was made. The cul- 
tivation of the intellectual and moral man 
Was necessary. Conditions have changed and 
life in the country must change with it. 
The imperfect cultivation of large bodies 
of land does not pay; the isolation, stagua- 
tion and practical separation from society 
of life in the country disin- 
tegratiung in its _ effect. 
the remedy? Small farms, grouping 
farms into hamlets and villages and 
providing church and school facilities, and 
co-operative economy. ‘lhe moving of the 
people into the cities shows that the peo- 
ple are here and emigration to the west 
demonstrates discontent. History shows 
that small farms of fifty to one hundred 
acres can be successfully conducted. In 
France few exceed fifty acres 
and a mayjority are less than 
ten acres. John Bookwalter di- 
vided up 12,000 acres in Nebraska into 
small farms. Pullman and others have 
found it profitable to do the same thing in 
other places. There is.a vast amount in- 
vested in southern agriculture in mortgages, 
supplies, etc. Farmers pay a larger per 
cent for loans than others because those 
who loan are satisfied that agriculture will 
not prosper. ‘The higher the cultivation of 
small farms, the greater will be the confi- 
dence. From Washington to Bismark it 
has been held that precaution in peace will 
prevent the horrors of war. A peaceful sepa- 
ration of the colored race from the whites 
and the establishment of whites 
in farm villas would solve the problem. 
ns The Address Endorsed. 

Governor Northen endored the paper of 
Dr. White ia emphatic terms. rofessor 
Hunnieutt also endorsed the paper in’a 
pointed add-ess. In France, $8,500 was 
spent on two snd a quarter acres to produte 
a market-zarden crop that brought in $13,- 

640. Cotton should be manufactured here 
and save the expressage to and from New 
York on money to handle the crop. 

Captain J. G. McCall thought that the 
village farms could be established on large 
bodies of land without breaxsing up the 
holding. The paper was ordered  pub- 
lished in the proteedings, and the press 
of Georgia is requested to pubish it. 

Colonel I. W. Avery showed the impor- 
tance of the direct trade movement to the 
south and the whole country. Colonel R. J. 
Redding spoke of the practicability of re 
ducing the cost of the production of cotton 
below 3 cents per pound. Mr. J. M. Kim- 
brough said he had produced cotton at a 
fraction over 3 cents per pound. 

Commissioner Nesbitt’s Address. 


Hon. R. TT. Nesbitt read 
paper that attracted marked at- 
tention on the relation of the 
agricultural department to the people and 
the importance of teaching agriculture in 
our public schools. : : ; 

He elaborated the propositions: Should it 
be taught?

He explained to 
him that he had a telegram from Newnan 
asking that he be arrested and held. The 
telegram stated that he was wanted in New- 
nan on a serious charge.

Brunswick, Ga., February 16,—(Special.) 
Two hundred and sixty bewildered negroes 
arrived in Brunswick at 6 o’clock tonight 
on board of the East Tennessee special 
train, bound for Africa, the land pictured 
to them as one of milk and honey, where 
money grows on trees in big clusters, in- 
termingling with cocoanuts and bananas 
Mat would furnish them food. Huddled 
together in a confused mass near the depot 
they were found by the correspondent— 
young men and old men; young women, 
with suckling babes, and old women with 
Walking sticks that afforded them support;

grassy lawn, enjoying a sleep they had not 

10wn for days and niglits. It was a piti 
picture, and Chief of Police Beach and his 
kind-hearted policemen, aided by Detective 
Wiggins, had to act the good Samaritan. 
Getting among them they learned that they 
were without money and leadership. By 
hard work they were secured sleeping places 
and topight, with the help of the kind-heart- 
ed people of Brunswick, most of them have 
shelter, while others wander through tha 
streets in search of some place to sleep. 
With Detective Wiggins, th correspondent 
at 10 o’clock tonight went through a noto- 
rious joint on the bay. In one room, by 
actual measurement, 12x14, nineteen men, 
women and children were trying to sleep. 
Their bodies were twisted in every con- 
ceivable manner, and it was difficult to find 
standing room. One of the men was 
aroused, and by the flickering flare of a 
chimneyless lamp his story was transferred 
to paper. He said ey all had 
pleasant homes in oodruff and 
Jackson counties, Arkansas, but _ several 
weeks ago a man named Dale or Doyle or 
Dodd, came to them and told them if they 
would bunch together and come to Bruns- 
wick they could take a steamer to ca 
and live their lives without working. Or. 
if they wanted to work they could get several 
dollars a day wages working turpentine 
farms. They bunched and paid the agent 
$1,200 and now they want him. He was 
last seen at Memphis.

Hatchins, the Would-Be Murderer, Uses 
It for a weapon. 


CORNERED BY THE OFFICERS, 


He Attempts to Fight Them With 1t— 
Trouble at the “Cotton Exchange”— 
Other Items of Police News, 


Hutchins, the negro who shot and 
probably fatally wounded Bettie Poteet 
Wednesday afternoon, was captured by 
Call Officer Beavers yesterday afternoon. 

He was found at his aunt’s home, 77 
James street, and the officer came near hayv- 
ing a serious time in taking him. 

Officers Walton and Thompson learned 
that Hutchins was at his aunt’s home, and 


‘with Officer Beavers they went to the place. 


Otficer Beavers entered at one door and the 
other two officers entered from another. 
The room was dark and the officers could 
not see. 

Beavers heard a movement in one corner 
of the room in which he first entered, and 
lighting a match, he beheld Hutchins stand- 
ing in the corner of the room, his wooden 
leg upraised. He was just on the point of 
striking the officer whén he discovered him. 
Tn an instant he flashed a pistol in Hutch- 
ins’s face and ordered him to drop the 
wooden leg. Officer Walton heard the 
noise and ran into the room, Hutchins 
surrendered without further resistance and 
was taken to the police station. 

Bettie Poteet, Hutchins’s victim, will die. 
Her death was expected at any time yes- 
terday afternoon and last night. Her inju- 
ries are considered fatal by the attending 
physictans. - 

Hutchins claims that the shooting was 
accidental. He stated to the officers that 
he was trying to take the pistol from the 
girl when it was accidentally discharged. 

In a statement yesterday she says it was 
not an accident. They had a falling out 
over a game of cards and Hutchins drew 
his pistol and shot her. Hutchins is held 
without bail.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


The unusual slow movement of the storm 
central last evenirg in the vicinite of Vicks- 
burg continues to cause considerable rajn in 
the southern states. In the past two days 
this storm has only moved from over the 
western portion of the gulf to its present -po- 
sition, whereas a winter storm generally 
travels from the Rockies to the Atlantic in 
a like space of time. 

Local rains were reported yesterday in 
every southern state except Florida. These 
rains were quite heavy in the states of the 
lower Mississippi valley, otherwise generally 
light. The heaviest rainfall yesterday from 
7 o’clock in the morning to 7 “o'clock in the 
evening was 2.12 inches, at Memphis; the 
next heaviest was 1.18 inches, at Vicksburg.

The Charges Will Be $52,000,and the 
Council Will So Direct. 


Peachtree street is to have asphalt from 
Ellis street to the city limits. 

It is now asphalted from Tillis street to 
Pine and the work from Pine to the city 
limits was passed up yesterday by the street 
committee of the general council, 

The work will cost $52,000. 

It is now asphattiea® Ellis street to 
clamored for asphalt for a long time, and 
last year the general council, guided by the 
advice of Mr. Holbrook, then a member of 
that body from the sixth ward, passed up 
asphalt on the street from Ellis to Pine. 
But before the council would concur in the 
ordmance a trip to Chattanooga was nec 
essary In order that the mayor and members 
of the general council might inspect the as- 
phalt streets in that city, for Atlanta had 
~ knowledge of what an asphalt street was 

en. 

When the legislative body took in Chatta- 
nooga the weather was worse than it has 
been in Atlanta for the past few days. The 
asphalted streets of that city turned the 
water off like an old army oil cloth, and it 
caught fhe Atlanta council enough to make 
the passage of the ordinance aspbalting the 
street from Bilis to Pine a certainty. 

The work was begun, and as it was yet 
in progress an attempt was made to have 
it carried further, but the members of the 
general council objected because the mone 

s not in sight with which to pay the bil 
But after that part of the street was com- 
pleted and the people Dad been given an 
opportunity to test it, asphalt arose in the 
minds of the members of the street com- 
mittee. It proved to be the best street the 
city had, and everybody who could afford 
a drive went over Peachtree. The resi- 
dents beyond Pine street, after seeing the 
asphalt tested, felt as though they had been 
slighted, and early this year put in a el 
tion for asphalt from Pine to the city - 
its. It was about the same as the petition 
which was lodged with the general council 
last year, and the street committee has been 
considering it for some time. Nearly every 
member of the committee was in favor of 
the work from the start, but it was not 
until yesterday that the committee decided 
to make a favorable report on the petition. 

When the committee met every member 
was present, and after disposing of some 
minor matters the petition was taken up. 
The estimated cost of the work was $o2,- 
000, and upon the petition the committee 
made a favorable report which will be read 
in the regular meeting of the general coun- 
cil next Monday. And the report of the 
committee will be adopted and the work 
bing be begun as soon as the contract can

A Damper Thrown Over the Boys of the 
New Companies. . 


GETTING READY FOR WASHINGTON, 


The Gate City Guards Want to Blect Joe 
Burke Captain—The Hibernian Rifles 
do, too— Millitary Gossip. 


The recent action of the governor in re- 
fusing te adit the new vompanies recog- 
nized by the advisory board into the ranks 
of the state’s volunteer forces has thrown 
a cooling damper upon the military iuter- 
ests of the city. 

Nothing has been done by the Hibernian 
Rifles and nothing by the Capitol City 
Guards to complete the forma] and perma- 
nent organization of their respective com- 
panies, for the reason that nothing need be 
done until the state is in a position to re- 
ceive these companies as regular soldiers of 
the volunteer force. The state has no arms 
for the?r accoutrement according to law, 
aud it may be months before the govern- 
ment supplies the state with such arms. 

The question has been troubling the new 
companies very much, and it may prove an 
odstruction to their entering the state mil- 
itary encampment this year, as well as a 
prevention of their going to Washington as 
an escort to the governor and staff. The 
new companies of Atlanta, the Hibernian 
Rifles and the Capitol City Guards had 
made themselves happy in the contempla- 
tion Of an early and brilliant debut in the 
military world, which would have been 
fully realized but for the necessity cf Gov- 
ernor Northen’s refusal to admit them. 
Lhe only conditions upon which the eom- 
panies may base any hope are, first they 
may buy their own arms, or, second, they 
must wait for the state to get guns for 
them, which may be a year from new. 
This is the situation of the companies. 

Who Will Be Captain? 


It will soon be time for the Gate City 
Guard to elect a new captain and the mem- 
bers are doing a lot of talking about it. 

‘They have not at all settled apon any one 
man yet as the most desirable, but the 
name of Captain Joe Burke is ‘commonly 
accepted as a favorite pussibility. 1s he 
available? That is the only question it 
seems. 

Joe Burke used to be captain of the old 
Guard, and under his splendid guidance the 
company went forward to success with a 
rush. They won two great championship 
prizes under his control and went north on 
that famous trip not soon to be forgotten 
by any member. He is a splendid military 
exmmander and could lead the Guard out 
to many a victory again if he would accept 
the captaincy. 

Which Will He Take? 

But.Captain Burke is also claimed by the 
Hibernfin Rifles. 

They say he belongs to them—that he is 
going to cut loose his old ties with the Gate 
City Guard and come to the Ltifles, and 
every member of the latter company would 
vote for him to the captaincy if they had 
the right to elect officers. ‘They cannot do 
this, ho~ever, unless they are willilig to buy 
their owa guns and come into the anks of 
the state troops, and many of the Hiber- 
nian Kifles are opposed to going to this ex- 
pense. When asked what they will do 
about the governor's refusal to admit them 
prominent members of the company say: 

“We'll just have to grin and bear it. We 
have gone to much expense fitting up our 
splendid new armory, and hail and ,.can ill 
attord to be blowing in hundreds of “dollars 
for our arms for whieh the state will never 
pay us.” 

The Hibernians had hoped to make their 
military debut on the celebration of St. Pat- 
rick’s day, but unless they can fit them- 
selves up with guns they will be disap- 
pointed, it now seems. 

Lieutenant Satterlee’s Work. 

Lieutenant Satterlee, assistant adjutant 


specting the state forces, visiting all the 
cities and towns of southern Georgia first, 
and then working his way back to the 
northern part of the state. 

He will go first to Macon, where he will 
spend several days looking into the work- 
img of the companies there and will then go 
to Savannah and later to Brunswick and 
Georgia towns. This work 
will engage his attention until the time for 
him to go to Griffin and prepare for the an- 
nual encampment. 

Military Notes.

The governor has accepted the invitation 
of the Georgia Hussars to go with him and 
his staff to the national capital inaugura- 
cion day. Several other companies will fall 
into line. 

Colonel Calhomm will not resign until he 
is gratified with the realization of his hopes 
for the new companies he so ably fathered 
and commended to the board. When these 
companies are all in ranks he will take his 
military death like a soldier, for it will be a 
case of “I die happy.”
